CENTENARY OF METHODISM.

Meeting at St, Paul's Methodist
Episcopal Church, New York—Ad-
dresses of ChiafJustice Chase,
and Bishops Janesand Simp-
son— The Chilef Justice
Pleads for Clvil and
Political 'Rights for
the Emancipated
Slaves, Eto.

A public mesting wos held last eveniog In Bt
Paul's Method et church,oorner of Fourlh avenue
and Twenty-second street, under the ausploes of
the Ladies' Central Centenary Association, being
the second of & series ol meetings which are to
be held dunng the present year, which is the
hundredth year of the existence of the Method-
ist Ohureh In Americs, The ochupoh, which is
the largest in the city, was crowdea ioug belore
the o cowug of the exercises, Aside from the
importance and interest in the mwovement, so
fur ne s influentisl deuomimation is concerned,
the snnouncement that Cuoiet Justice Uhase
would preside would have been sutlicient to have
erowoed the house, It must noc be understood
that 1vhe Chiet Justios, in eonsenting to preside,
j# a member of the Mcethomsi duuom‘nnllon:
